William Thornburg, a professor in the Sacramento State physics and 
astronomy department, was going to retrieve books from his car at ap- 
proximately 6 p.m. when he was hit by a maroon truck, according to wit- 


nesses at the scene. 


“He was crossing in the crosswalk, and a car came along at about 25 
mph,” said Darren Mounts, a senior majoring in communication studies. 

Thornburg was thrown 25 feet and rushed to the UC Davis Medical 
Center, where he was kept until Saturday morning. 

“This is a nasty kind of thing; the cuts are hurting,” Thornburg said 


from his hospital room Friday. 


The professor’s right side was very sore, and he had stitches in his head. 
Thormburg has no memory of the accident, and passers-by filled in details.

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ASI ponders fee hike

Students will have to pay up to 
$300,000 next fall if the student refer- 
endum in support of Sac State’s March- 
ing Band, Cheer Squad and the Xtreme 
Dance Team passes this spring. 

Associated Students, Inc. President 
Artemio Pimentel is proposing a $5 
per student, per semester increase sup- 
porting all three organizations. 

“When broken down, the march- 
ing band would receive $3.50, the 


dance team would get 50 cents and $1 
for cheerleading,” Pimentel said. 
“Marching band really wants the as- 
sociation to back them up.” 

The referendum will be voted on 
this spring during the ASI elections. 

“We’ve discussed what the best 
way to put something like this on bal- 
lot would be,” Jeff Edom, director of 
marching band, said. “I’m working 
with the head of the cheer and dance 
teams for this; however, nothing is set,” 

Pimentel and Edom have been ne- 
gotiating potential fees, but both agree 


that nothing is definite yet. 

Edom said he is aiming for a $3.75 
increase exclusively for marching band. 

The marching band had 91 students 
last season, and according to Edom, 
should be more than twice that if funds 
are available. 

“There are bands as big as 450 in 
some universities,” Edom said. “Mon- 
ey plays a role in where we can be; 
we would like to have up to 220 stu- 
dents.” 

Marching band, Xtreme Dance 
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Former CSUS student 
sentenced to hang

A former Sacramento State student was sen- 
tenced to be hanged Monday after a Jordanian 
military court found him guilty of plotting terror- 
ist attacks, according to an Associated Press report. 

Raed Hijazi, now 33, was born in San Jose, 
attended Sacramento City College, then trans- 
ferred to Sac State, where he studied internation- 
al business from 1988 to 1989. He left school af- 
ter the fall 1989 semester. 

More than a decade later, Hijazi resurfaced in 
Jordan, where he was on trial for plotting to attack 
several American and Israeli tourist sites during mil- 
lennium celebrations two years ago. 

On Nov. 26, he pleaded innocent in a Jordan- 
ian court to nine charges, including “possession of 
arms and explosives and conspiring to carry out ter- 
rorist attacks against American and Israeli targets,” 
according to an Associated Press report from Jor- 
dan. 

Hijazi continued to maintain his innocence, 
but on Monday, he was sentenced to be hanged for 
“possessing arms and explosives and conspiring to 
detonate bombs,” according to the Feb. 11 Asso- 
ciated Press report. 

The court, however, dropped charges that Hi- 
jazi was connected to al-Qaida, the terrorist orga- 
nization run by Osama bin Laden. 

Hijazi was first tried in absentia in 2000, because 
he could not be found at the time of his trial, ac- 


cording to the Jordar Times: In September 2000; 


he was sentenced to death for the millennium 
bomb plots. According to a CNN report, Hijazi was 
apprehended in Damascus on Oct. 1, 2000 and 
was later extradited te Jordan. 

Under Jordanian law, a suspect tried in absen- 
tia may be retried, and that trial began in Septem- 
ber 2001. 

Although Hijazi pleaded innocent, an Oct. 24 
article in the Christian Science Monitor cited a 
Jordanian government prosecutor who confirmed

Free massage therapy for stressed students is 
the most recent addition to the services provided 
at Sacramento State Student Health Service. 

Every student is eligible, based on the $38 
health services fee paid at registration. 

Licensed Massage Therapist Jill Rubin pro- 
vides three 15-minute sessions per semester to 
each student who signs up for her service.

that Hijazi had admitted to plotting to bomb a ho- 
tel containing hundreds of American and Israeli 
tourists. He supposedly bragged that “there would- 
n’t be enough body bags in all of Jordan to carry 
away the dead.” 

Court documents cited by both the Associated 
Press and The New York Times state that he was 
introduced to a radical faction of Islam through a 
Muslim from the Fiji islands while at Sac State. 
Ayad Algazzaz, faculty adviser of the Muslim Stu- 
dent Association at Sac State, said they had no 
record of Hijazi’s involvement with the organization.

“T do have a recollection of the class: it was a* 
large class,” business Professor Peter Sharp told The 
State Homet in November. “But I have no recol- 
lection of this gentleman.” 

“~~ Sharp taught a business manageriient class tak- 
en by Hijazi in 1989. 

Hijazi still maintained his innocence Monday 
after the sentencing. 

“Where is God’s will? Why are you sentencing 
me to death? You are ruling against your people. 
(Israeli Prime Minister Ariel) Sharon doesn’t sen- 
tence his people to death,” Hijazi asked the judge 
Monday, according to an Associated Press article 
published Monday. 

The verdict may be appealed.

“[The victim] was already on the 
ground when I got here,” said Alex 
Arce, a computer science graduate stu- 
dent. “I parked so that nobody would 
run him over.” 

Arce said that the driver of the truck 
that struck Thornburg was distraught. 

Traffic quickly backed up from the 
Hornet Bookstore to the Guy West 
Bridge and parking officials directed 
vehicles around the accident scene. 
Emergency crews from several agen- 
cies, including the Sacramento Fire 
Department and Campus Police, were 
called to assist. 

As of Monday afternoon, Thorn- 
burg was resting at home and would 
not return to campus for the rest of this 
week, according to Heidi Yamazaki in 
the physics and astronomy department. 

“He’s eager to get back, but he’s a 


little sore,” Yamazaki said. 

Thornburg’s main concer was that 
such a thing not be repeated. 

“They should do a little less parking 
enforcement and have higher eleva- 
tion in safety concern,” he said. “If 
someone else can see this, it may make 
them drive more cautiously.” 

The area of Thornburg’s accident 
has drawn safety concerns from vari- 
ous members of the campus commu- 
nity. 

“Another faculty member said he 
saw another lady almost get hit there,” 
Yamazaki said. 

“I wrote a memo about that area 
years ago,” said Rachel Brault, physics 
and astronomy department secretary. 

Two days before the accident, cam- 
pus Police Chief Ken Barnett told The 
StateHornet in an interview that his 
department pays special attention to

Team and Cheer Squad all perform at 
football games and other Sac State 
athletic events. 

ASI contributes approximately $2 
million annually to the athletics bud- 
get through student fees by a 1995 
student referendum. 

“Tf this referendum passes, I would 
personally like to see a yearly budget 
review from all three of the organiza- 
tions to make sure ASI could be ac- 
countable for the money the students 
give us,” Pimentel said. 

Pimentel will propose the referen- 
dum at the Feb. 27 ASI board meeting. 

“It’s a very sensitive issue since 
many students are are also aware of a 
possible tuition increase,” Pimentel 
said. “I think students will help to 
make a difference, but they probably 
want to know if it will make a huge 
dent in their pockets.” 

If the board passes the referendum, 
it will go through the student adviso- 
ry committee, which President Donald 


Gerth sits on, and will then appear on 
the ballot this spring. 

Edom said that the band receives 
most of its funding through the In- 
structionally Related Activities grant 
and the music department. 

“A referendum would really help 
us because we would have an idea of 
what kind of budget we have each 
year,” he said. 

According to Edom, marching 
band has no distinct seat in terms of 
funding. 

“We're cobbled together with the 
music department,” Edom said. “We 
don’t get any of the money from the 
1995 referendum, even though we 
play at athletic events.” 

“It’s great that ASI can help support 
the marching band, but the band needs 
to work hard and raise money too, just 
like a lot of our athletics teams do,” Pi- 
mentel said. 

“They need to keep applying for 
IRA grants as well.”

Coaches impact success 

A study by Sacramento State kine- 
siology Professor Gloria Solomon 
shows a coach’s expectations of an in- 
dividual athlete’s performance can help 
determine their actual level of perfor- 
mance. 

Solomon’s research involved col- 
lege and high school player-coach in- 
teractions and showed that players con- 
sidered “high performance” by the 
coaches received better feedback, and 
therefore, performed better. 

The amount of positive feedback 
an athlete received was not based on 
athletic ability or the athlete’s self-con- 
fidence. 

According to the study, a tendency 


existed for coaches to stick with their 
initial impressions regarding athlete 
confidence, creating self-fulfilling 
prophecies. If the athletes are not ex- 
pected to do well, they don’t. 

“As an athlete, if the coach doesn’t 
believe in you, it is very difficult to 
improve,” said Solomon, an athlete 
and coach herself. 

Athletes remembered the coach’s 
feedback quite accurately when re- 
flecting on it later. The coaches tended 
to put a more positive spin on their 
feedback, when asked to remember 
what they had said.

CSUS ‘spared dot-com 
crush 


Ripples from the recent dot-com 
bust have reached Sacramento’s busi- 
ness sector, but, unlike the Bay Area, 
enrollment in college computer sci- 
ence and engineering classes have seen 
little impact. 


The San Francisco Chronicle re- 
cently reported that former employees 
of Internet-based companies have re- 
tured to already-crowded college 
classrooms in the Bay Area. 

But even though some local com- 
panies that serviced the dot-coms laid 
off workers in the wake of the cyber- 
bust, Sacramento State hasn’t seen a 
corresponding surge in engineering or 
computer science enrollment, accord- 
ing to Cici Mattiuzzi. 

Mattiuzzi is Director of Career Ser- 
vices for the Engineering and Com- 
puter Science Department and has her 
finger on the pulse of the high-tech 
job market. 

“The dot-coms were based on fluff 
and a dream,” she said. 

Mattiuzzi said that Sac State’s com- 
puter science students are practical and 
looking to work for companies that 
are “solid,” such as Intel or Hewlett 
Packard.

Student Health Center. Massages will 
be part of the augmented plan next se- 
mester. 

The Center also provides optome- 
try services, laboratory testing, X-rays, 
immunizations, flu shots, tuberculosis 
testing and treatment. 

Doctors or nurse practitioners pro- 
vide care, depending on the nature of 
the problem. 

Students can purchase prescription 
and over-the-counter medicines at cost, 
the price paid by the center to manu- 
facturers. The most commonly used 
birth control pills cost between $5 and 
$15 dollars at the Health Center, com- 
pared to $25-$30 at outside pharma- 
cies, according to Harris. 

Testing for sexually transmitted dis- 
eases, such as chlamydia, is available 
to students. Privacy and confidential- 
ity are high priorities for care providers.

According to Philip Siegel, a 
Health Center physician, I am the only 
one with the gall to expect services, 
prescriptions or even advice after pur- 
chasing Student Health Insurance. Af- 
ter a brief lecture, consisting of ques- 
tions like, “Who do you have 
insurance with?’ and “What exactly do 
you want?” I realized that expecting 
any kind of help from this individual 
was not a likely possibility. For 18 
years the clinic has neverhad-any:ser- 
vices for diabetics (blood glucose test- 
ing, Hemoglobin Alc testing, etc.). 
Fine. What I don’t understand is why 
this man‘ couldn’t have skipped his 


terse dialogue and just handed over 
the referral. You can give negative in- 
formation without being a jerk. 

I checked before leaving, and the 
pharmacy downstairs sells diabetic 
equipment (insulin and syringes). 
What am I missing here? I don’t ex- 
actly know what my rights are, but I 
am going to find out. 

There is a point to this, besides ex- 
posing a most dour, unhelpful person 
employed at the Health Center. Dia- 
betics, know your rights. And don’t 
put up with what you don’t have to.

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Financial aid, the dorms 
and other crime stories 


Financial aid Bush-whacked 

you have a drug conviction 

and are seeking financial aid, 

the federal government can 

“just say no.” In 1998, Con- 

gress passed a law terminating feder- 

al financial aid for anyone convicted of 

a drug felony or misdemeanor. The 

Bush administration has since taken a 

liberal interpretation of the law, deny- 

ing financial aid to applicants who at 

one time committed a drug offense. 

So far, 21,000 applicants once con- 

victed of drug charges have been de- 

nied aid, according to The Washington 

Post. The effect of this law has trou- 
bled even its au- 


brought in, based mostly on residence 
hall fees, over $4.6 million, with ex- 
penditures of only $3.37 million. The 
remaining $1.3 million is pumped right 
back into their own accounts. Of the 
surplus, $588, 246 goes into an “un- 
allocated reserve” for unexpected costs 
that may arise in the future. In spite of 
these figures, some dorm residents 
find the facilities a bit lacking.

I bet 
men would like to continue that cele- 
bration instead of buying flowers and 
chocolates. 

In an effort to do away with the 
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the names of saints to be placed in the 
box. The boys and girls were to.emu- 
late the ways of the saint that they 
picked from the box for the remainder 
of the year. The young Roman men 
were not too pleased with the rule 
change. Instead of the pagan god Lu- 
percus, the church looked for a patron 
saint of love to take his place. 

Bishop Valentine, who in 270 A.D. 
was beheaded by the Emperor 
Claudius, eventually became known 
as St. Valentine. He had been behead- 
ed for helping young lovers marry 
against the wishes of the Emperor. 
Before execution, Valentine him- 
self fell in love with the jailer’s 
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has lasted through the centuries. In 
496 A.D. Pope Gelasius set aside Feb. 
14 to honor St. Valentine. Gradually, 
Feb. 14 became the date for exchang- 
ing love messages and St. Valentine be- 
came the patron saint of lovers. To

It takes a film as half-realized as 


| Mark Pellington’s “The Mothman 


Prophecies” to prove that hushed, su- 


| pernatural doom has become Holly- 
| wood’s thriller cliché du jour. 


Robert Wise initiated it with “The 
Haunting,” Chris Carter revived it with 
TV’s “The X-Files” and M. Night 


| Shyamalan made it cuddly with “The 


Sixth Sense.” 
The template has been set: average 
people confronted with an unseen, oth- 


| erworldly evil struggle with their belief 


system by exchanging awed whispers, 
gaping conversational pauses and ethe- 


| real stares in shadowy hallways, punc- 


tuated by action set-pieces and fre- 
quent, ear-splitting soundtrack spikes. 

“The Mothman Prophecies” would 
like to sit up on the shelf with “The 
Sixth Sense,” but Pellington’s film is 
more reminiscent of the turgid, hu- 
morless style of the late Alan J. Paku- 
la. Pellington even makes his protag- 
onist, played by Richard Gere, a 
Washington Post reporter, in a possible 


| nod to Pakula’s “All the President’s 


Men.” 
Pellington is a former music video 


| director (he shot Pearl Jam’s blood- 


soaked “Jeremy” video) who previ- 
ously directed the gaseous conspiracy

“The Mothman Prophecies” is 
based on a series of events that oc- 
curred in the mid-1960s in Point Pleas- 
ant, West Virginia, where sightings of 
a dark, winged creature were thought 
to presage a horrible tragedy that even- 
tually claimed 47 lives. 

In this heavily fictionalized version, 
Gere plays an investigative reporter 
who, still grieving over the death of 
his beloved fiancée, inexplicably ap- 
pears in Point Pleasant, and immedi- 
ately finds himself thrust into the 
“mothman” mystery.

gate further, eventually coming to be- 
lieve that the “mothman”’ is a premo- 
nition of imminent disaster. 

Laura Linney co-stars as the sensi- 
ble town sheriff, but she exists only 
for Gere to stare at moistly, then coy- 
ly look away from. Check out Lin- 
ney’s smart, sharp performance in “You 
Can Count On Me” to see just how 
demeaning this role really is. 

The rest of the cast holds your at- 
tention — Will Patton and Alan Bates do 
decent character work as, respectively, 
a spooked citizen and a hermetic 
“mothman” expert — and there is a fan- 
tastic climactic disaster scene that com- 
pensates for much of the film’s fatalistic 
hokum. 

And what about Gere? He’s just as 
squishy as ever, a serviceably solemn 
figurehead to a minor movie. As a jour- 
nalism major, I'd also like to add that 
Gere couldn’t be less convincing a 
newspaper reporter if he were an apri- 
cot.

The Sacramento State women’s 
basketball team can’t seem to get any 
breaks this season. 

The Hornets lost to Weber State 
University 76-56 at the Dee Events 
Center Thursday, and lost again to Ida- 
ho State University 75-53 Saturday. 

With the two losses, the Hornets’ 
losing streak, which began last season, 
extended to 32 games. 

The Hornets have a record of 0-22 
this season, including an 0-9 record in 
the Big Sky Conference. 

Weber State caught fire in the first 


half, making 17 of its first 25 shots. 


Four players were in double figures 
for the Wildcats, led by Crystal 
Howe’s 14 points. 

The Wildcats cooled off in the sec- 
ond half, shooting a meager 29.7 per- 
cent, while scoring only 34 points. 

“Our defense went up in the second 
half,” Sac State head coach Carolyn 
Jenkins said. 

On Saturday, Idaho State started 
off slowly, shooting only 21.6 percent 
from the field in the first half. The Hor- 
nets were close at halftime, down only 
27-20, but the tide turned as the Ben- 
gals went on a 27-10 run in the second 
half. The Bengals shot 57.7 from the 
field, making 15-of-26 shot attempts. 

The Bengals were also connecting 
from beyond the 3-point arc. 


“(idaho State’s) 6-of-8 3-pointers 
made the difference in the second half,” 
Jenkins said. 

Jenkins attributes her team’s losses 
to its poor shooting. 

“Tf we shoot above 40 percent in the 
game, we will win,” Jenkins said. 

Despite the low field-goal percent- 
age, sophomores Alyson Thurman and 
Sydney Gatson were still able to get 
into double figures in both games. 

Thurman had 13 points and five 
rebounds, while Gatson put up 10 
points and four rebounds against We- 
ber State. 

Against Idaho State, Thurman post- 
ed 12 points and three rebounds, while 
Gatson had 16 points and seven re- 
bounds. 

“Sydney Gatson is having some 
career numbers, and Alyson Thurman 
has found her shooting touch,” Jenkins 
said. 

Kristine Knowlton also played well 
over the weekend, averaging 9.5 points, 
nine rebounds, and three blocks. 

“(Knowlton) has a good work eth- 
ic and plays hard,” Jenkins said. 

Jenkins feels the team is getting 
good experience and continues to re- 
main confident with her team. 

“Hang in there,” Jenkins said. “We 
are building our team in the right di- 
rection.” 

The Hornet’s next game will be at 
home against Northern Arizona Uni- 
versity. at 7:05 p.m. at Hornet Gym.

When Carolyn Jenkins took over 
as head coach two years ago, she 
knew she had the difficult task of 
trying to turn around the struggling 
program, but could have never 
imagined how difficult it would ac- 
tually be. 

Losing is something Jenkins, a 
former Stanford University and 
Michigan State University assistant 
coach, hadn’t really experienced, 
as the two programs combined a 
190-68 record with her help. 

The story has been different, 
however, at Sac State. Over Jenkins’ 
first two seasons, the Hornets have 
compiled a 3-45 record with only 
one Big Sky Conference win. 

If Jenkins ever forgets what win- 


ning is like, all she has to do is look 
on her wall in her office where she 
hangs the newspaper cutout of the 
Stanford’s 1991-92 women’s bas- 
ketball national-championship game 
victory. 

Stanford has not always been a 
national powerhouse. however. In 
the 1976-77 season, the Hornets de- 
feated Stanford twice, both times 
by double-digit margins. 

Since that time, Stanford has 
gone on to turn around its program 
and is one of the nation’s elite. The 
Hornets, on the other hand, have 
struggled to stay over .500 and are 
now struggling to win a game. 


HISTORY 

In 1991, the Hornets joined the 
Div. I ranks and posted a 13-16 
record. The Homets had two con- 
secutive winning seasons and post- 
ed a 31-22 record after their inau- 
gural season in Div.

the BSC in the 1996 season. Since join- 
ing the conference, the Hornets have 
averaged only four victories per season, 
posting a 24-127 record overall. 

In the conference alone, the team 
has compiled an 11-60 record and has 
never beaten conference opponents, 
Idaho State University or the Univer- 
sity of Montana. 

Sac State has only made it to the 
BSC post-season tournament (com- 
posed of the top six teams in the con- 
ference) once, the lowest among the 
nine teams in the league (California 
State University, Northridge left the 
conference after last season). 

Each year, the conference names 
twelve players to its All-Conference 
team. The Homets have only had three 
players voted onto the team. 


JENKINS FIRST SEASON 

After former coach Susan Huffman 
retired — she lost interest in coaching 
— Athletic Director Debbie Colberg 
was in charge of looking for a new 
coach. Colberg said that the school 
sent out a search committee that did a 
national search to find a new coach, 
eventually choosing Jenkins. 

“She had the past experience,’ Col- 
berg said on the decision of hiring Jenk- 
ins. “There’s no doubt in my mind that 
she knows the game of basketball.” 

In Jenkins’ first season as head 
coach for the Hornets, the problems 
happened both on and off the court. 

The Hornets struggled to a 3-23 
overall record and a 1-15 record in the 
BSC. The Homets had the third lowest 
scoring average and allowed the most 
points per game in the conference. 

“We had talent if everyone stayed 
healthy and eligible,” Jenkins said.

The problem was that everyone did- 
n’t stay healthy and eligible. The Hor- 
nets had three starters injured and lost 
multiple players due to academics. 

The lack of players became such a 
problem that midway through the sea- 
son, the Hornets were forced to add 
their student manager to the roster.. 


THIS SEASON 

With the loss of two seniors — one 
of them Michelle St. Clair, an all-con- 
ference first-team guard — and the 
loss of players due to academic issues, 
the Hornets were forced to add 10 new 
players for the 2001-2002 season. 

“We came into the season fully ex- 
pecting eight or nine returning play- 
ers and adding to that,” Jenkins said. 
“Tt’s kind of like we are starting from 
scratch.” 

Even when it looked like the prob- 
lems had been fixed, they continued 
before the season began with the loss 
of guard Dolores Olivarez to injury 
and forward Tola Tallmann to person- 
al reasons. Olivarez was penciled in 
to be the starting point guard while 
Tallmann, who averaged 7.4 points 
and 5.8 rebounds a season ago, was to 
be the team’s starting forward. 

“T really didn’t see those things hap- 
pening and they’re not under my con- 
trol,” Jenkins said of the problems of 
the last two years. 

From the first game of the season, 
the young Hornet squad has struggled 
and is currently 0-22, still looking for 
their first victory. The Hornets have 
lost by an average of 31.5 points and 
has turned the ball over 589 times. 

This season, the Hornets have either 
competed for one half of the game or 
haven’t competed at all. In the Hor- 
nets closest margin of defeat, a 64-59

loss to Army, they had a one-point half- 
time lead. In the Air Force Academy 
game, the score was tied at halftime 
before the Homets went on to lose 72- 
48.Then there are the other games 
where the Hornets haven’t even com- 
peted. The team has had two 72-point 
road losses at Colorado State Univer- 
sity and Northern Arizona University. 

“TJ don’t know what the problem 
is,’ guard Sydney Gatson said. “We’ve 


_ evaluated everything; offense, defense.” 


Forward Alyson Thurman said that 
the team has the players needed to win 
games, but it has lacked chemistry. 

“We have the players, but we’re 
just not connecting,” Thurman said. “I 
think we have improved over the sea- 
son, but not to the point we want to be 
at. We still have a lot too work on.” 


FUTURE 

Jenkins thinks that the future for 
the Hornets looks bright despite all of 
the problems of the past two seasons. 

Next season, the Hornets are ex- 
pected to get 10 returning players, in- 
cluding Olivarez and Tallmann. 

“With the kids now and the help of 
recruiting, it will get us where we want 
to be,”’ Jenkins said. “I think we have 
the core group, but we need to add to 
that. 

“We’ve got some great prospects 
that will be on next year’s team,” Jenk- 
ins added. “I think that we have done 
a good job, but it will take one or two 
years to see the improvement. To go 
from where we were (and) to get to 
where we want to be will take a while.” 

Colberg agrees, believing that its 
about giving Jenkins time before any- 
one can expect to see wins. She noted 
that Jenkins’ first two years was really 
Huffmans’ team, not Jenkins’.

METRACK: From page B1 
second in one of her strongest events, 
the long jump, and then was held out of 
her running events because of a pulled 
hamstring. Bryant’s lone jump of the 
competition measured 18 feet, 9.75 
inches. 

“She placed second with one 
jump,” Neff said. “She felt some tight- 
ness in her hamstring so we decided to 
pull her out of the rest of the meet.” 

Bryant will also sit out this week- 
end’s invitational in Reno and reha- 
bilitate in time for the teams’ first 
league meet. 

The men’s team was led with strong 
performances by junior Jonathan Davis 
and freshman Chris Santana and Ge- 
offrey Fong. Davis ran well in the 60- 
meter dash, placing third with a time of 
6.81 seconds, and had a solid showing 
in the 20, placing seventh at 22.86. 
Davis’ results came as no surprise to 
Neff.
